You may have a dry, clean, sani- 
.tary poultry house yet not get eggs, 
'for there arc a couple other little 
.housing requisites that have a won- 
;4erful influence on the egg produc- 
tion. For instance, to keep fowls 
lealthy and secure winter eggs it is 
essential that the poultry house be 
well ventilated but free from drafts. 
This can easily be accomplished. by 
.kaving the south side of the 
house 
contain a good sired opening cover- 
ed with muslin or some other porous 
doth. 
Probably the most frequent over- 
sight in housing is to crowd the 
birds, but this also can easily be rem- 
edied. Each bird should have not 
less'than four square feet of floor 
space and ample room on the roost 
so that they will not crowd. 


Another important point is that 
your birds should not be kept too 
•warm at night. In severe weather 
they, of course, need more warmth 
-•when on the roosts than during the 
• day and it is, therefore, a good plan 
. to have a burlap curtain hung in 


front of Ihe roosts. However, this 
should be kept rolled up when there 
is no danger of the birds suffering 
from the cold. In fact, they will 
have better health and be more able 
to lay if they do not have this "bar-

The qualily of the miJk when used 
depends to a considerable extent up- 
on the care it receives in the? home 
•We are sometimes inclined to blame 
the milk man for troubles which are 
due to improper care of the milk af 
ler it has left his hands. 
f 
The housewife who is anxious tc 
provide the family under her chargi 
with a pure milk should choose her 
milk man carefully, should insist on 
bottle delivery and then when the 
milk comes to the house should put 
it promptly into the ice box and not 
allow it to stand on the porch, win- 
dow sill or kitchen table. To allow 
the milk to stand in a warm room 
will hasten greatly the growth of 
bacteria and hence lessen the keep- 
ing qualities of the milk. 
In opening the bottle, first wipe 
the mouth of it with a clean towel 
before removing the cap. Use a sharp 
pointed instrument lo remove the 
cap, lift it with care and rinse it in 
clean running water before 'replac- 
ing it. 
Mix the milk well before using it. 


Inverting Ihe bottle rapidly two or 
three limes will do this. Pour out 
only Ihe amount needed for a spe- 
cific purpose, and pour into clean 
receptacles only. Do not return any 
unused portion to the milk in'the 
bottle, but place it in the ice chest 
in another dish. 
• Keep all milk containers tightly 
covered to prevent .Ihe entrance of 
dust, dirt, or other foreign 
matter. 
Do not keep more than one day's 
supply of milk at a time, but order 
a fresh supply daily. 
Wash the milk bottles carefully be- 


fore returning them lo your milk j 
man. In some places this is requir-1 
ed by law. The besl way to wash \ 
a milk bottle is to first rinse it out; 
thoroughly with cold water and then
